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Will the Fourth of July cele- 
bration in Wilmington have a 
carnival, or not? 

That decision rests with the Wil- 
mington Board of Appeals, and 
with the Fourth of July Committee. 

Three meetings in the past week 
have produced much discussion, 
some of it heated, but no decision 
On Tuesday night, the appeals 
board continued the hearing for 
two weeks. 

Until 1980, the town did very 
little to celebrate the Fourth of 
July. The 1980 celebration of the 
town's 250th anniversary was quite 
successful, and those involved 
e it an annual event 
Since then, the celebration of the 
Fourth has been a week-long event, 
with activities centering around the 
town common, Fireworks and a 
carnival have been among the 
festivities, with the latter providing 
the funds for the former. Dinners 
and concerts on the common would 
draw crowds of several hundred, 
while thousands of people would 
turn out for the fireworks. 

But this year, there is a problem 
The high school parking lot, 
previously used for the carnival, is 
now the site of the new gymnasium, 
presently under construction

Ata board of appeals hearing last 
week, Chairman Bruce MacDonald 
suggested that the two sides -- the 
Fourth of July Committee and the 
neighbors -- sit down and work out 
their differences. 

The two sides met on Wednesday 
night, and the mecting did not go 
well. Committee members were 
quite surprised to find an attorney 
representing some of the neigh- 
bors. Thé neighbors said they had 
hired the attorney because they felt 
they were not being listened to. 

The attorney, Gerald Moore of 
Lowell, met with a less-than. 
friendly reception from the com 
mitte. Certain members of the 
committee felt that they had been 
insulted by Moore. 

Several neighbors spoke, many of 
them praising the committee for the 
work it had done in previous years. 
‘They had put up with the carnival 
in the past, they said, when it was in 
the high school parking lot. But by 
moving it across the common, the 
committee had “crossed the line’ 
and this they could not accept 

Committee chairman Jack 
Cushing said that the carnival and 
the other festivities could not be 
split.’ He rejected the idea of 
moving the carnival to Town Park 

David Fitzgerald suggested two 
alternative sites, one near Silver 
Lake, the other at the West 
Intermediate School. Carnival 
operator Larry Cushing said there 
was fio parking near the lake, and 
there was no safe area for fire- 
works at the school, 

Cushing also said that if the 
carnival had to be moved, it would 
not be held. 

Moore appeared before the Board 
of Appeals on Tuesday evening, 
and suggested as a matter of law 
that the special permit for a 
carnival had to be turned down. 

After listening to Moore, 
MacDonald asked that he submit his 
facts in writing, which Moore 
refused to do. A heated discussion

evolved, with people asking if 
others were supposed to submit 
their comments in writing, too. 
Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
eventually cleared the air a bit by 
pointing out that it was the usual 
practice of the board of appeals to 
request material in writing from an 
attorney, since the borrd, 
composed of laymen, was oper: iing 
at a disadvantage attempting to 
digest the legal matter presented. 

One of the points presented by the 
committee was that the carnival 
proceeds funded the fireworks, and 
that attempts to collect donations 
had produced only about $35, with 
the fireworks costing about $6000 
or $7000. 

DePasquale suggested that the 
money might be appropriated in 
town meeting, possibly under a line 
item in the Recreation Dept

Approximately 50 residents of 
the Lake Street Bridge area 
jammed the board of selectmen 
public hearing Monday night and 
gave vent to some angry feelings -- 
both pro and con -- on whether to 
go ahead with the construction of a 
new two lane bridge 

In the end, they received some 
concessions to safety and waffic 
concerns but were told they would 
have to live with the proposed 28 
foot bridge as mandated by federal 
and state regulations 

"If the bridge is needed, the 
bridge is going to be built,” said 
Rocco DePasquale who tried, with 
his fellow selectmen, to minimize 
the effect of that bridge on area 
homeowners. 

A list of recommendations was 
drawn up to address the neighbors’ 
concerns. They included closing the 
area to through traffic during 
certain hours of the day, 
disallowing heavy trucking in the 
vicinity, placing a four-way stop 
sign at the bridge intersection, 
increasing radar enforcement, 
adding sidewalks the length of the 
project, and re-evaluating and 
posting speed limit signs. 

State Rep. James Miceli listened 
as several neighbors pushed for a 
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Bridge opponents get concessions, 


small bridge with local access, then 
told them any design change might 
cause Wilmington to lose the 
Project. = 

“We all want to build a safe 
bridge (and) we will try to 
accommodate you in your 
Tequests,” said Miceli, adding that 
“there has to be a certain element of 
trust.” 

Engineer Dennis DiGangi, of the 
DPW Bridge Replacement pro 
gram overseeing the project, said 
the state is obligated to replace the 
temporary structure which 
connects two state highways. He 
also estimated 2500 cars a day 
travel down South Street, the street 
which will bear the brunt of 
straightway traffic 

When residents and some select 
men lobbied for a stop sign not only 
at Lake Street, but also at the 
beginning of South Street, DiGangi 
said he was against one as it's "good 
highway design” to keep traffic 
moving down that road. 

This exchange caused one angry 
resident to call out “I'm not 
worried about good highway 


design. I'm worried about my 
daughter.”

vocal about their children's safety 

“It's like the Indianapolis 500 out 
there now and I don't want this at 
all," said South Street homeowner 
Linda Power, She went on to say 
that each moming she stands 
outside to flag down speeding cars.

What happens when a would-be 
purchaser can't come up with the 
down payment on a house he wants 
to buy?

This search culminated in 
our obtaining use of a portion of 
the basement area of the Old Town 
Hall, Subsequently, our organiza 
tion now occupies space which is 
most suitable to our function, and 
allows us to better serve the citizens

It is our understanding that there

be given over to the Council for the 
Arts, [tis to our further 
understanding that the council is 
interested in the use of the upstairs 
portion of the — building 
Accordingly, we anticipate the 
warrant article in question to be 
amended, thus recognizing the 
tenancy of the Old Town Hall 
Basement by the Wilmington 
Emergency Management Agency 
At the same time, Emergency 
Management is committed to 
cooperating with other town 
organizations who may from time 
to time need a meeting place. A 
group which immediately comes to 
mind is the Wilmington Police 
Cadets, sponsored by the 
Wilmington Police Department. 

As additional information for 
your readers, we are proud to 
announce that the Emergency 
Management Agency has 
established itself as an excellent 
emergency communications 
network backup for the, town, 
Through the leadership of our 
coordinator and members, we have 
successfully hooked up to the local 
Nynex Tower, giving Wilmington 
the best emergency communica- 

tem in the Commonwealth 

This system has been accentuated 
by our radio team, all of whom are 
licensed radio operators with the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, This system was put to the test 
during Hurricane Gloria and the 
incident at Olin Chemical, with 
very positive results. At the same 
time, Emergency Management 
maintains both a diving team and 
rescue teams. 

Emergency Management utilized 
the basement of the Old Town Hall 
as an Emergency Operations 
Center, in accordance with 
guidelines set down by the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency.

Chisholm telling us how 
unprofitable his mink farm has 
become, I very much doubt that 
land will remain undeveloped for 
long. Then, yes, you may well have 
one of the largest subdivisions this 
town has seen in a long time.

By this time I am sure your 
readers are aware that the 
Wilmington Council for the Arts is 
sponsoring two articles in the 
warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting on April 26th. The 
intention of Article 23 is to 
determine whether interest exists 
on the part of the citizens of this 
town in using our historic "Old 
Town Hall” for primarily cultural 
and arts related activities. 

The Council, of course, 
recognizes that the “Emergency 
Management” people now occupy a 
part of the basement area. This use 
of the basement by such an 
organization poses no problem for 
the Arts Council nor to its proposed 
plan. Both groups have a strong 
desire to preserve the building and 
share its use. 

Articles 23 and 24 would create a 
center for the arts here in 
Wilmington such as already exists 
in many nearby towns. Such a 
center could be open up to seven 
days a week. Space would be 
provided for the Arts Council and 
for selected other town boards and 
local non-profit organizations. 
Among these would be the 
Recreation Department, Creative 
Arts for Kids, Inc., Community 
Schools, Inc., and others able to 
provide programs and class 
instruction in all arts related 
subjects including: drawing and 
painting, crafts, creative writing 
and the performing arts - music, 
dance, etc. Students of all ages 
would be served including 
pre-schoolers and senior citizens.

Henry Buck was the last Buck to 
live in the Benjamin Buck house 
He looks like a country gentleman 
in the picture. The gun he has is the 
Queen Anne Arm (1706) which 
was used to kill the bear 

Henry Wilson Sargent was a 


highly intelligent and yet pathetic 
individual, who lived in the 
Jonathan Buck house. Mechanically 
he was a genius. He was named for 
Henry Wilson, who was a 
Republican from New j!ampshire, 


and owned (among other things) a 
blacksmith shop in Wellesley. That 
blacksmith shop had something to 


do with the choice of the name for 
Sargent. 

Henry Wilson was a vice 
president of the United States in 
1873, at the time of the birth of 
Henry. He died in 1875. 

Henry Wilscn Sargent had an 
amazing mechanical ability, and yet 
was a diffident individual, who 
acquired the nickname of Henny 
Penny. He lived all his life in the 
home of his grandfather, Jonathan 
Buck, now the home of Shirley and 
John Callan. One of the mysteries 
of Wilmington is: Whatever be- 
came of the model, about four feet 
high, which he made of the Wil- 
mington Congregational Church? 

At right is a photograph, taken at 
about the same time, of the "Indian 


Mortar" which was in back of the 
Eames house, the present Mildred 
Wolff home.:In 1903, when the 
photo was taken the resident of that 
house was named Gilbert. He was a 
dancing master, with, it is believed, 
a studio in Lawrence. 

The mortar, in which the Indians 
ground corn, is at this time in the 
back yard of the Vecchiarelli home 
on Redwood Terrace. 

The view is looking north- 
easterly, toward West Street. The 
house to be seen in the distance is 
that of Willis Carter, who was also 
known as "Pip" Carter. 

In the half-distance can be seen 
what appears to be com, growing 
about where Kenwood Avenue is 
today.

searn communication skills, the 
right responses, how and what to 
teach, and how to work well with 
their partners. The training period, 
also required some sacrifices as 
students had to makeup any missed 
school work in their own free time, 
said Melhado. 

“It's been a wonderful experience 
to watch the kids go through this 
and grow,” Melhado added. 

Wilmington is one of several 
neighboring towns taking part in 
this pilot project.

Problems for Douglas Granfield 


A home for Douglas Granfield, 
son of Tewksbury's Building 
Commissioner was the subject for 
discussion for over half an hour, at 
the Tewksbury Board of Health 
meeting Monday night. In addition 
to the health officers,George 
Nuttal, alternate at times to the 
building inspector, and selectman 
Bill Hallisey _ participated. 
Plumbing Inspector Dave Sargent 
was present, and did offer a few 
thoughts at times, 

A along letter from the building 
commissioner to William 
McMenimen health inspector 
discussed Lot A on Pleasant Street, 
on which the home is located, and 
in the letter Granfield said that, as 
the building is owned by his son, he 
had, in effect turned the 
jurisdiction over to the alternate 
inspector. 

In his opinion Nuttal had done 
everything in proper order, he 
said. He enclosed a copy of section 
119.4 of the state building code, 
which, he declared, allows for 
temporary certificates of 
occupancy in certain cases, 
providing a gefinite procedure is 
followed. 

Kevin Sullivan, Granfield 
declared, has variances from the 
Board of Appeals to build on two 
lots adjacent to the High School 
Avenue, which is adjacent to the 


Lot A, Pleasant Street. 

In anticipation of building on 
those two lots, Granfield said, and 
probably for other reasons, Kevin 
extended the town sewer a short 
distance further on Pleasant Street 
and the length of High School

It would also be necessary for 
him (Sullivan) to construct High 


School Avenue under subdivision 
control laws, Granfield stated. 
Once this was done, he said 
"Douglas would have access to the 
town sewer.” 

"For Douglas to wait for 
subdivision approval however, 
would have been prohibitive, so he 
approached Kevin and received 
approval to -in to his line on High 
School Avenue.” 

The next step according to 
Granfield was for Douglas to go to 
the sewer department for a sewer 
entry permit. The discussion with 
engineer William Burris was that 
the Pleasant Street portion was 
constructed without tests, and it 
could not be used, and therefore no 
sewer entry permits would be 
issued. 

It then became obvious, Granfield 
said in his letter, that a septic 
system would be necessary if 
Douglas were ever to occupy his 
home. 

At that time, however it was well 
into the winter months and the frost 
had been stopping all construction 
on the complete system for the 
winter. Because Douglas had given 


notice to vacate the place at which 
he was living, he requested a 
temporary occupancy permit for 
his house at Lot A Pleasant Street.

Nuttal, approved the request and 
the temporary occupancy permit 
was issued in accordance with 
section 119.4 of the State Building 
Code.

Bill McMenimen, health 
inspector, wanted to make an 
inspection, He told the board he 
wanted to write to Bill Granfield, 
and to Bruce Granfield, He 
suggested revoking the permit, and 
ordering Bruce to vacate the 
building within 30 days.

She believes that the Reading 
Municipal Light Department could 
find a preferable alternative by 
substantial investment in energy 
conservation methods, and in 
development of full potential 
cogeneration capacity. 

Cogeneration, in which elec- 
tricity is generated by means other 
than regular electrical development 
plants, would reduce the rate of 
importing fuels, would give the 
utility plants a flexibility to 
respond to unexpected changes in 
growth, and can mitigate the 
environmental impacts of supply 
expansion. 

There could also be a reduction in 
financial risk, which could lead to 
long rin savings, and there could 
be improvement in the efficiency of 
the use of primary fuels, which 
would help to hold down the 
consumer's bills. 

In Wilmington, she said, a 
cogeneration plant of 10 to 20 
megawatts would be extreemely 
advantageous.

Mrs. Karen DiCalogero said she 
was also concemed about the safety 
factor and said she would not take 
more than five children, including 
here three-year-old daughter, to St 
Stanislaus in Lowell because of the 
Seat belt law. She added that the loss 
of the buses has caused, “lots of 
inconvenience," in her 
neighborhood as well as in her own 
home. 

Private school parents and 
full-time employee Diane White 
said she has had to take an hour and 
one-half off from work to pick up 
six children from the Immaculate 
Conception School.

The parents’ current plight began 
last December when the school 
committee voted to cut down the 
private school busing account by 
$63,852. The cut was made as part 
of an overall department budget 
reduction of $616,353 mandated at 
a November 25 Special Town 
Meeting. 

At that time Assistant 
Superintendent for Business John 
Ryan put together a modified 
private school busing packege 
which would have provided limited 
bus service to all but 90 of the 560 
students beginning January 2. 


But, private school parents joined 
together and proposed a pian of 
their own two weeks before Ryan's 
plan was to take effect. 

Kuchinski said at that time that 
the committee's plan did not leave 
enough time for parents to make 
the necessary arrangements to 
accommodate all the children. 

The plan, eventually accepted by 
the committee, proposed that buses 
run at full service until the 
account's money ran out on April 
7. After that, parents would be 
responsible for either picking up 
the $63,852 tab or providing their 
own transportation. They chose the 
latter. 

Looking ahead, private school 
bus transportation faces an 
uncertain future. The account, 
which last year totalled $250,00C 
before cuts, has not been included 
in this year's school department 
budget. 

Private school parents chose to 
take the issue to the townspeople at 
the Annual Town Meeting in May 
in an attempt to avoid further 
conflict with public school parents 
who want the money taken out of 
the school department budget. 

If voters approve the measure, 
private school busing will become a 
separate line item in the overall

Six of the more experienced 
members of the entourage, led 
by guide Debbie Martin, 31, of 
Bellingham, Washington, left 
the hut at 1 u.m., their usual 
launch time when attempting 
the summit of the lofty pin- 
nacles, Meanwhile, Mike, Bill 
and two other group members 
and guide Tim Boyer, 31, also of 
Bellingham, caught another 
five hours sleep before they had 
to arise for their technical 
training 

Due to heavy cloud cover on 
the summit and a wrong right 
turn at a crevasse, Mike wit- 
nessed the climbing team 
through binoculars, “...a long 
way from the summit."’ 
Although the climbers were at 
an approximate height of 18,800 
feet, and it was approaching 10 
a.m., they still had aboyt 4,000 
feet to descend. (In Beuador, 
the most favorable weather 
occurs during the months of 
November, December, January 
and February and this trip had 
almost 100 percent perfect 
conditions. The problem that 
the climbers on Cayambe faced 
was this: Go for the summit, 
which meant having to 
backtrack thirty to forty 
minutes to take the route to the

Corner store spirit in Stoneham

It is a place where you may 
even stoop to kissing the cat 

The neighborhood variety 
store is a suburban period piece 
which has all but passed away. 

And though the old ‘corner 
store” certainly never equaled 
the numbers of vanished native 
American passenger pigeons 
area natives and residents 
sometimes indulge in counting 
the dozens of such places which 
used to dot the local landscape 

For they were legion. 

When playing local trivia, for 
example, Stonehamites may 
ask the flavor of the giant ice 
cream cone which stood for 


Sauee 
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years outside of Rafferty’s 
corner store at the intersection 
of Pond and Summer Streets - 
the nicknames of the two 
women who ran the store — and 
the best place in the south end of 
town to find button candy. 

Some former corner stores 
can still be located by the 
careful observer. After closing, 
many were converted to apart- 
ments, but close inspection may 
yield traces from still-existing 
large store-front windows, to a 
slight oddity in the structure of 
the building, an unusual blank 
wall, or a strange bulge created 
by architectural modification. 

A former, tiny, 
neighborhood store on 
Stoneham’s Pine Street, for 


example, is currently in con 
version to a dwelling unit, after 
being vacant and boarded up for 
about a quarter of a century 

Most neighborhood stores 
have fallen, in the past decades, 
to the modern need for speed, 
volume, and the ability of big 
supermarket chains to offer 
more competitive prices. 

Yet, in Stoneham at least, the 
breed of neighborhood stores is 
not quite extinct 

The Marble Street Store, 
though on a curve instead of a 
corner, still lives, owned and 
run by the same family for 
almost 60 years.

villages, a two day period, they 
stopped at a 450 year old 
Spanish hacienda where they 
ed one night taking a 
mini vacation to 
recuperate.” There they en. 
joyed the age-old beauty of the 
15th century dwelling: sated 
their appetites on the local 
cuisine and dwelt in the lush 
flower gardens. From there 
they made the further rugged 
trip to just over 15,000 feet 
where they departed Alfredo 
once again: They hiked with full 
packs, of about 75 pounds 
average, in the one and only 
drenching rainstorm on their 
trip, up to the Jose Ribas hut at 
15,744 feet. It was at that hut 
that Bill and Mike came up 
against, one of their most 
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disturbing times in their young 
hiking careers. 

Since they had to be up at 12 
midnight in order to get 
organized and leave the hut at 1 
a.m. to catch the optimum 
climbing conditions, they had to 
go to sleep at five in the af- 
ternoon. During the time that 
they were trying to get some 
shut-eye in the huge, two-story 
way-station, which ultimately 
housed 56 climbers (with a 
capacity for 100) from the 
countries of Italy, Austria, 
Switzerland, Germany, the 
United States and Ecuador, a 
small group of the Ecua 
doreans, who had already 
climbed the mountain, were 
partying it up downstairs 

The Ecuadoreans had a radio 
blasting and Bill said, ‘They 
were drinking and bouncing 
around,’’ Mike, ‘Somebody 
actually carried a guitar up to 
that height,” Bill, “They even 
hiked up their own wood for the 
fireplace."’ Not one of the AAI 
team slept for any amount that 
mattered. When they finally did 
arise for the occasion of their 13: 
hour climb to Cotopaxi’s peak 
and back, and with the Ecua- 
dorean revelers fast asleep on 
the floor, the “American team 
resounded throughout the hut 
with their overly heavy foot 
falls, disregarding the Ecua 
doreans who were laying in 
dreamland on the floor 

Ready and red-eyed they left 
the hut and soon roped up in 
groups of three. Though they 
were acclimatized at 15,000 feet, 
the one thing that everyone 
suffered from most of the time 
at that elevation was an intense 
headache that would not go 
away. Other physical maladies 
that they had to either put up 
with or Succumb to were apnea 
(irregular breathing due to lack 
of oxygen or excess of carbon 
dioxide, especially occurring 
while one is trying to sleep at 
high altitudes), and high 
altitude (acute mountain) 

SS, which can cause one 
to be nauseous and extremely 
uncoordinated. 

‘Although a lot of people 
suffered from apnea," Mike 
explained, ‘‘which isn't 
anything to really worry about 
it’s just that the less sleep you 
get. the more wear and tear 
your body got while

recovering.” 
Bill's attitude was excellent 
his aim was high. His 
climbing strategy was as basic 
as could be, “All that you 
concentrated on was where 
your crampons and ice axe 
were going and look straight 
ahead.” He and his other 
ropemates had to turn back at 
the height of 16,400 feet because 
of a viral infection. He and 
Debbie, who were both roped 
together along with Steve Zalph 
of New York City, had to give up 
their fight for the peak since 
they were throwing up, had a 
headache, had Montezuma’s 
revenge and simply did not 
have the strength. They were 
the only three out of eleven not 
to make the summit. (Another 
member bowed out of the rest of 
the trip at Cayambe when he 
could not make its summit.) 
During the climb, Mike in the 
lead of his rope, was suffering 
from his headache, nausea and 
sarcastic goading from the lead 
man on the third rope. He was 
claiming that Mike was 
traveling too slow and that he 
was getting cold. “Wait 'til I get 
my hands on that bearded so 
and so,"" Mike overheard Joe 
say. “It got harder with every 
vertical foot above the hut,” 
Mike assured in his defense. He 


though Mike detected the 
sarcasm in Joe’s remark, the 
difficulty in the climb over- 
weighed any sense of humor 
that Mike usually displayed and 
prompted him to yell down to 
Joe, “Put a sweater on! " When 
Joe finally did make it up to the 
summit of Cotopaxi, he 
playfully clapped him on the 
back “T'm only kidding, 
buddy. ‘Yeah, 1 know,"’ Mike 
acknowledged, as they 
congratulated each other upon 
making the top. 

Reaching the top of the 
world’s tallest, active voleano 
elicited a natural response from 
someone who has just finished 
traveling at the rate of 300

demeanor of one who has just 
directed a prisoner to the guil 
lotine? Why laughter of course, 
even if that isn’t quite what the 
filmmakers had in mind 

The “unfinished floor’ is 
simply empty space in one of a 
pair of high rise twin towers. 
Much of the remainder of the 
building is utilized by Vaughn 
and his highly organized gang of 
car thieves, to which Hamilton 
belongs. Car thief Hamilton, 
however, has become mixed up 
with Tommy Lee Jones, a thief 
who steals data for the govern- 
ment. Jones, you see, tem- 
porarily housed a hot tape in a 
streamlined speed demon of a 
car known as the Black Moon, 
and Hamilton, you guessed it! 
took it for a joy ride. 

Action-packe Sure. Make a 
lot of sense” Not exactly. What 


happens with this car caper is 
that too many writers may have 
spoiled the plot, resulting in a 
campy, amusingly awful flick 
that was never meant to be as 
funny as it is. The film evolves 
from straight suspense to such 
Bondes capers as soaring 
autos and high wire acts bet- 
ween skyscrapers. 

What is amazing is that the 
charismatic Jones manages to 
keep a straight face throughout 
all of the nonsense. With his 
tongue planted firmly in his 
cheek, Jones delivers a few 
Sarcastic zingers that are right 
on the mark. He, along with 
Hamilton and Richard Jaeckal 
as a bumbling scientist 
manage to retain their profes 
sional integrity by giving their 
best shots to a film largely 
comprised of inadequate 
material and co-stars. 

Although, it really wouldn't 
be hard to look good next to 
enormous Bubba Smith, who 
stomps around and occasionally 
spouts a bit of wooden verb: 
or Lee Ving, an actor al 
typecast as a thug, but is really 
only effective when he doesn’t 
talk. In Black Moon Ris 2 he 
talks us into believing that a
